Students organize 
during weekend

-While-myst California cullges were 
semi-officially closed by Governor 
Ronald Reagan this past weekend, 
students at CSF spent the time 
organizing to attempt to close the 
college this week. 

It is not a strike in the labor 
movement sense. Rather than a 
complete shutdown of the college 
operations, the students have called 
their actions a return to relevant 
education. 

Classes will be held, as they have 
during the weekend, centered around 
the subjects of Vietnam, race and the 
economic system. 


President William Langsdorf Sunday 
night said that he would not take action 


New peace group 
forms on campus 


Formed as an alternative campus 
protest group, Community for Peace is 
composed of CSF students who non- 
violently oppose the war in Indochina. 

In a policy statement, CP stated that 
they are organized to “bring about 
effective non-violent methods of 
political dissent’’ and are opposed to 
violence which accomplishes nothing 
except alienation of the community. 

Described as a_ coalition of 
moderates, CP was organized the first 
day of the strike. Coordinator Lynn 
Bodinger emphasized that their booth 
will be located between the Library and 
the Music building for recruiting 
purposes. 

CP members intend to go into the 
community to leaflet and to engage in 
what they term “meaningful dissent.” 

CP is planning a meeting of all in- 
terested students and faculty members 
on Wednesday at 1 p.m. in H128. 


against students who do not attend 
class and did in fact suggest that in- 
structors do not take action against 
them. 

He said in his statement, ‘I would 
urge that no one be penalized 
academically solely for acting in ac- 
cordance with his conscience. Ob- 
viously, these students are prepared to 
sacrifice what they would learn in the 
class for what they regard as larger 
issues.”’ 

During the weekend, the protesting 
students voted not to interfere with any 
school functions or any other students 
wishing to attend class. 

They have, for the past five days, 
been using the foyer of the Music, 
Speech and Drama Building and the 
little theatre as strike headquarters. 
The president announced last Wed- 
nesday that as long as there was no 
violence, they could remain there. 

The administration has opened the 
janitorial storerooms for the students 
and allowed limited use of phones in the 
dean of students’ offices. 

Langsdorf, acting through the 
Associated Students, also gave them 
two boxes of mimcograph paper. 

“The students have assured the 
college,” he said, ‘‘that they will not 
disrupt the educational program. So 
long as this commitment is observed, 
and so long as there is no resort to 
violence or destructive acts, the police 
will not be asked to come to the 
college.” 

Rumors circulated among the 
strikers all weekend that police would 
clear the building before Monday. Most 
were squelched by the protestors’ 
rumor control center and by the college 
administration. 

Police never appeared and it was 
learned Sunday through college ad- 
ministration sources that Fullerton 
Mayor Jerry Christie ordered all 
plainclothesmen off campus. 


McCarthy to succeed

Dr. Miles McCarthy, dean of the 
School of Letters, Arts and Sciences, 
will succeed Dr. Bernard Hyink as vice 
president of academic affairs effective 
July 1. 

Hyink has been named by the State 
College Board of Trustees to fill the 
vacant post of president of Sacramento 
State College.

Final AS budget ready for senate

THe AS FinanceBoard will submit its budget of $336,125 to the AS Senate, and 
if the recommendations are approved as suggested, the | variouS campus 
cultural programs will receive the largest share of the totalAS fees available. 

The numerous cultural programs are scheduled to receive net proceeds of 
$78,310 or 30 percent of the toal budget. Another $61,937 is ear marked for the 
athletic department. That figure will put the athletic department’s budget at 25 
per cent of the AS fees. 

Students government and administration will be allowed $58,038 or 22 per cent 
of the AS fees. Community service programs have been tenatively allotted 
$19,314 and the rest of the AS sponsored activities will receive the remaining 14 
percent. 

Of the programs considered ‘‘cultural,”’ the Daily Titan is slated to receive 
$18,770 in AS fees. The new budget is a net increase of $2,800 over last year’s 
outlay. 

If accepted by the senate, the money will allow the school newspaper to 
continue publication on a four-day week basis. 

Next to the Daily Titan, the college union will be receiving the second largest 
grant. The union will be receiving $15,025 of AS funds. x 

The union is located in the basement of the Letters and Science building and is 
used by students for relaxation as well as entertainment. 

There is income derived from the union and it is hoped that it will be in- 
creased slightly over this past year as there will be lockers installed that 
students will be allowed to use after paying a minimum charge. 

The draft counseling office also had its budget increased. The office, 
described by recreation coordinator Roger Levy as the service most beneficial 
to the bulk of the students, will receive $7,168. 

The counseling office provides draft information, free of charge, to interested 
students. The ‘information’ is usually requested by students trying to retain a 
draft exempt Status.

information to interested people. 

Monday's quad gathering appeared 
to be somewhat restrained compared to 
previous meetings. Speakers were 
represented from both sides of the 
strike question. Dave MacKowiak 
urged people to support the strike by 
helping to block entrances to the 
Humanities Building and also tour the 
strike headquarters. 

Several of the strike supporters said 
Monday in the quad that Langsdorf had 
given credit to the strike by com- 
mending the “organization” that had 
been implimented over the weekend. 
One unidentified person said that 
campus security and even helped the 
strikers to patrol the campus to aid 
in the prevention of violence and 
vandalism. 

By 1 a.m. Monday the size of the 
strikers had diminshed at the 
headquarters. Many of the remaining 
strikes urged bystanders to remain on 
campus and to join in an attempt to 
start strike activities at 6:30 a.m. It was 
also reported at that time that some 
strikers were planning to keep the 
campus closed by circulating a 
memorandum that stated that classes 
had been cancelled on Monday by 
President Langsdorf. The strikers 
planned to distribute the an- 
nouncement at the parking entrances. 

Monday morning many motorists 
were confronted with strikers at- 
tempting to block the entrances of the 
parking lots. Jim Cleair, a strike 
leader, reported that he had been 
struck by a car attempting to leave the 
east parking lot at approximately 8:45 
a.m. on Monday. Cleair said he was 
carrying a picket sign and walking 
across the entrance to the lot when an

President (Langsdorf) that ‘no one be 
penalized academically solely for 
acting in accordance with his con- 
science,’ the following variations in 
marking may be considered! for the 
current semester. Any of the following 
variations from established grading 
policy shall be with the consent of the 
student and the professor. 

1, The mark of “P" for pass may be 
assigned to any student regardless of 
whether or not he declared his 
registration on a pass-no pass basis at 
the beginning of the term. 

2. The use of the mark of ‘E” for 
incomplete shall not be limited to 
‘reasons beyond his (the student) 
control.’ 

3. The mark of ‘‘W"' for withdrawal 
may be used on final class lists. (This 
alternative appears to be less desirable 
because there would be no possibility of 
credit.) 

The intent of these variations is to 
establish a basis for maximum 
flexibility in marking given the present 
conditions.”’ 

The policy gives students the op- 
portunity to participate in the strike 
without fear of failing classes this 
semester. 

Under past policy it was not possible 
to receive a ‘'Pass” grade for a class in 
ones major field of study. A letter 
grade or, in special circumstances, an 
incomplete, were the student’s only 
alternatives. 

The Faculty Counci] proposal makes 
it possible for students to arrange with 
instructors to be given either a Pass” 
or an incomplete without extenuating 
circumstances. 

If any student finds that an instructor 
is unwilling to honor the grading plan, 
he will be able to file grievance 
procedures through the established 
channels.

CSF magazine editor 
files assault charge 


Mike O’Hollaren, editor of the 
Icononclast, has filed a formal com- 
plaint with the Fullerton Police Dept. 
against Jerry Bacigalupo anddemanded 
that CSF President William Langsforf 
dismiss Dr. Stuart Silvers from his 
teaching post. 


O’Hollaren claimed that Bacigalupo 
assaulted him and that Silvers, a 
professor of philosophy, threatened him 
with violence. 


O'Hellaren alleged that Silvers and 
David MacKowiack, a student, along 
with an unidentified man demanded 
he turn over to them a roll of film thev

I 
sincerely and genuinely believed that when I 


was ordered to Vietnam, I was ging to the 
Spain of 1936 in order to help stop wanton and 
flagrant ‘aggression’. 


Governmental research 


Editor: 


During the past week many rumors have 
been circulated to the effect that the school of 
engineering at this college is engaged in 
defense or war-related work.These rumors 
are absolutely not true. This article is to 
present al] the facts concerning this matter. 


The school of engineering is currently 
conducting some research work toward the 
goal of finding alternate methods of 
producing electricity. Specifically, the study 
is concerned with the technical problems 
encountered in the conversion of heat energy 
‘i.e., energy from fuels, the sun, ete.) into 
electricity. It is hoped that such studies will 
ultimately lead to new methods that are more 
economical, less pollutant, more effective 
and-or require less maintenance than the 
current methods which are being used by the 
power companies. 


The work here is commonly considered 
basic academic type in which students pur- 
suing the MS and Ph.D. deprees are usually 
engaged. It was brought to CSF when the 
supervisor of the work, Dr. M. R. El-Saden, 
joined the faculty in 1966. It was started 
several years ago when Dr. El-Saden was on 
the faculty of North Carolina State University 
and had resulted in four Ph.D. dissertations 
and several MS theses under his supervision. 

During that time, financial support was

requested from several US government 
sources that are concerned with basic 


scientific research. The financial support was 
granted by the Air ForceOffice of Scientific 
Research. This office has a very small budget 
and, as its title indicates.nas responsibility to 
project the interest of the Air Force in purely 
scientific work, unrelated to military and 
defense matters. 


The Air Force does not have any par- 
ticular interest in this work; indeed they have 
already indicated in writing that their 
financial support of this work will cease and 
will not be extended beyond the present ex- 
piration date of July 23, 1971. 

The facts of this matter may be sum- 
marized as follows: 


1. The work is purely scientific and 
unrelated to the defense or the war effort of 
this country; it is concerned with peaceful 
and environmental problems. 


2. The work is unclassified. All results are 
publishable without consultation with the 
funding agency. 


3. This work was not solicited, initiated or 
suggested by any governmental agency. 


4. It is categorized as a grant and not a 
contract. This means that there are no 
progress reports submitted and the direction 
of the work may be changed at any time 
without consultation with funding agency.

Violence repudiated 


Editor: 

We are scared. We are appalled at the 
recent decision to escalate the war and are for 
speedy withdrawal of United States troops 
from Southeast Asia. We are sickened by the 
events at Kent State University. We are 
frustrated by the governor's unjust closing 
down of 27 of our publicly supported college 
campuses in an effort to stifle well-founded 
dissent, thereby denying education to 335,000 
students throughout the state. 


But we are also afraid--very much afraid-- 
of you who see violence as the only means of 
solving the problems of our nation and on our 
campus, and, because silence does not lead to 
peace, of you who want to express your op- 
position to the violence on both the in- 
ternational and home fronts, but have not 
been able to do so because you had no 
legitimate or effective outlet for that dissent. 


Although our aims are the same as yours, on 
the one hand alienation wili not bring these 
aims about, and on the other hand neither can 
silence. 


Although we are passionately commited to 
peace in Southeast Asia, we disagree that the 
route to peace is through idle rhetoric, futile 
demonstration, or indiscriminate violence, 
for we are also passionately committed to 
peace at home. Such peace can be attained 
through political streghth, and numbers are 
political strength. For example, should ap- 
propriations for the continuation of the war in 
Indo-China be cut off in the House, there

_University and college students resumed their non-violent an- 
tiwar protest Monday just where they left off for Gov. Ronald 
Reagan's four-day ‘‘cooling off” period. 

At Stanford University, where a student strike interfered 
seriously with classes all last week, nothing was changed Monday 
morning. Groups of students blocked the entrances of buildings, 
trying to keep workers and students from returning to normal 
college life. 

A spokesman at Stanford said there appeared to be even fewer 
students on hand than last week when the strike was described as 
about 50 per cent effective. 

At the University of California, Berkeley, students returning 
Monday were bombarded with leaflets urging them to talk about 
the war in their classes and discuss whether the university should 
he shut down. There apparently was no effort to get a strike started 
Monday. 

Asimilar situation was faced by students at San Francisco State. 
Leaflets distributed at the campus entrance called for discussion of 
the antiwar movement. 

Rallies were scheduled at Berkeley and San Francisco State to 
discuss the request by some antiwar groups for a “recess” at the 
campuses until the war is ended. 


STANFORD (UPI)--Campus judicial charges in 55 more cases 
stemming from sit-ins against ROTC April 23 and April 29 have 
been filed at Stanford University. 

The actions brought to 72 the number of campus cases initiated 
since the start of the demonstration April 1. 

The sit-ins occurred during movements to force ROTC off the 
Stanford campus by a group called “Off ROTC.” They took place 
before U.S. involvement in Cambodia and tne shooting deaths of 
four Kent State University students touched off massive demon- 
strations at Stanford and elsewhere.

approval of the project. The 
plan. as :t is currently designed 
would supply interested students 
with information on birth control. 


Other cultural programs which 
are included in the budget are: the 
college orchestra and choir, the 
college opera and the art gallery. 
Money was also budgeted for the 
college recreation association 
which allows for student access to 
the pool and other facilities in the 
gymnasium. 


The athletic department and its 
administrative office received the 
second largest allocation of AS 
fees. The board was reluctant to 
cut any one of the 13 athletic 
programs so it passed a per- 


centage figure of the total AS fees 
and will recommend that the 
department fund its activities 
within the framework of the total 
grant. 


As submitted, the athletic ad- 
ministration is to receive the 
largest portion of the proposed 
budget. It is scheduled for $22,412. 
The football program will get the 
next largest amount. The team 
will be awarded $44,500 but will 
return $33,000 from gate receipts so 
the net outlay for football will be 
$11,000. 


The remaider of the funds 
provided will be distributed among 
basketball, track, gymnastics, 
wrestling the water sports, etc. 


The third largest portion of the 
AS fees will go towards the student 
government administration. 
Government is scheduled to 
receive $4,570 and the ad- 
ministrative offices and the 
business office will receive $56,068. 


Community service projects

More than $4,000 was set aside 
for public relations.

WASHINGTON (UPI)-- Two black-led civil rights groups and a 
Mexican-American labor organization pledged cooperation with 
peace block senators today in an effort to end the war in Indochina. 

Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., leader of an anti-war Senate 
faction sponsoring an amendment cutting off money to fight the 
war, rallied the groups on the Capitol steps. 


NEW YORK (UPI)--Some 2,000 pro-Nixon demonstratcrs were 
cheered and showered with tickertape in Wall Street Monday, then 
marched on to city hall to proclaim their opposition to policies of 
Mayor John V. Lindsay. 

The protestors, mostly construction workers from the financial 
district, were greeted enthusiastically by lunch hour Wall Street 
crowds and honored with traditional ‘paper snow”’ in the neigh- 
borhood of the New York Stock Exchange. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)--A crowd of 8,500-9,000 UCLA students 
held a protest rally at the track stadium of the university Monday 
and a quarter of them marched to the administration building to 
present demands to Chancellor Charles E. Young. 

A number of speakers, including UAW Regional Director Paul W. 
Schrade, denounced the sending of American troops into Cam- 
bodia . Criticism of U.S. military policy received almost 
unanimous approval but only about one-thrird of the protestors 
joined in the chant, “On strike, shut it down.” 


DAVIS (UPI)--Chancellor James Meyer of the University of 
California at Davis Monday promised an end to direct war-related 
research as soon as academicians agree on a definition. 

“J can pledge and state that we do not and we will not have 
classified or secret research on the Davis campus,” Meyer told 
thousands of students and teachers at a special hour-long 
universily meeting.

by the Academic Appeals Board. 


The procedures for handling a 
student grievance are stated in a 
college policy document dated 
June 7, 1968. Briefly, the 
procedures are: 

The student should first ‘make 
every effort to resolve the issue by 
consulting the faculty member or 
administrator concerned.” If this 
fails to resolve the situation to the 
student's satisfaction, he should 
then: 

Consult the chairman of the 
appropriate department. If this 
step fails, the student can: 

Appeal to the dean of the school 
concerned. The next step is to 
submit a signed statement 
outlining the grievance, to the 
Dean of Students. The dean will 
then advise the student of his rights 
according to the grievance 
procedures at CSF. 

If the student still wishes to 
pursue the grievance, he next asks 
the dean to convene the Academic 


Appeals Board. The board 
receives the student's statement, 
which must indicate the grounds on 


which the grievance is based, since 
the burden of proof lies with these 
student making the charge. The 
faculty member or administrator 
being charged will also receive a 
copy of the student’s statement. 


The board then considers the 
student’s statement, and. if the 


board members decide that the 
grievance does have justification, 
a hearing will be arranged. 


The hearing will be closed, 
although either party may bring 
witnesses or be accompanied by a 
member of the college community, 
if the board and the other party are 
notified of this action in advance. 


The board then hears the 
grievance, generally taking each 
party separately--unless either 
party requests a direct con- 
frontation with the other party. 


The board then decides, on the

_Red and black clenched fists and 
signs proclaiming “revolution!”. 
“yippie!’’ and ‘‘Che!”’ are among 
the property damage to CSF 
buildings during the past weeks. 


“We have no idea who is 
responsible for the damge,"’ ex- 
plained Dr, Ernest Becker, dean of 
studets. ‘We wish we did.” 


According to Dennis Wharton, 
assistant business manager, ap- 
proximately $16,000 has been spent 
by CSF on costs surrounding 
Governor Reagan's visit to campus 
and the following police con- 
frontation. ‘‘Most of this money," 
Wharton stated, ‘‘was spent on 
police patrols as well as physical 
damage done to the campus.” 


Wharton estimates that about 
$2,000 has been spent repairing 
property damage, including the 
$967 needed to repair the fire in the 
Daily Titan office, which may or 
may not have been accidental. 
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Removing the paintsmeared on 
the buildings has so far cost $85.76 
for '6 hours of sandblasting and 
$25.49 for four hours of painting. 


“In such areas as the P.E. 
Building, the Commons and the 
Humanities Building,’’ said 
Wharton, ‘‘the problem is 
aggrevated by the fact that the 
slogans and fists have been 


repainted over areas already 
repaired.” 
One area in which campus 


security guards came very close to 
apprehending the graffiti painters 
was the student center. ‘‘On April 
28, around 10 p.m. a guard on 
patrol heard glass breaking,” 
explaoned William Pollock, AS 
administrator, ‘and when he went 
to investigate, he found the glass 
face of.the clock in the student 
center smashed.” 


Other damage at the students 
centerincludea red fist sterciledon 
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the door of AS President Bob 
Sandoval. ‘I suppose we had less 
damge than other areas on cam- 
pus," said Pollock. 


In an effort to prevent futher 
damage, more guard patrols will 
be initiated in the student center. 
“However, stated Pollock, “there 
is the problem that the elevator is 
left on all night. Even though the 
student center is locked, a person

MECHA stocks library 
for ethnic studies students

A campus organization devoted 
to luring students of Mexican- 
American descent to CSF is em- 
barking on another project to make 
the studies here less ominous. 

The project is a library, which 
now has 30 books and is growing, 
according to Tony Vega, lecturer 
in ethnic studies, who also is ad- 
viser to the sponsoring MECHA 
(Moviemento Estudients Chicano

otherwise afford them. It was 


begun about two or three weeks - 


ago, he said, and includes books 
dealing mostly with Mexican- 
American affairs. 


Housed in the basement, room 
66, of the Letters and Science 
Building, the library was the idea 
of student Ramon Villegas, who 
donated 20 books. Ten books have 
been donated by other students and 
Vega believesmore--particularly in 
the fields of ethnic studies--will be 
contributed at the end of the 
semester. 


“We haven't really solicited up 
to this time,” Vega said, ‘‘The only 
thing we have depended upon is the 
fenerosity of students or former 
students or people in the com- 
munity.”

three weeks with renewals ac- 
cepted. 


MECHA, Vega said, believes the 
library will make things easier for 
students. 


MECHA members go to high 
schools and talk to students in an 
effort toget them interested in at- 
tending CSF. The organization 
works both with the high school 
and college administrations and 
has encountered ‘‘very few’’ 
problems, Vega said. 


‘We present what CSF has to 
and try to talk these students into 
going here,” Vega said. 


All students who are recruited to 
CSF by MECHA meet entrance 
requirements. The NEH (New 
Educational Horizons) program is 
taking care of students who do not. 


MECHA deals with the high 
school administrationbefore going 
on to a campus to recruit, thus 
saving problems. “We think most 
schools realize the need for peer 
type of contact.” 


Recruitment begins early in the 
year due to early enrollment 
closing. Fall recruitment is 
complete. 


“T think we recruited about 90 for 
the fall,” Vega said. ‘‘Of course I 
don’t know how many have ac- 
cepted.” 


The library is asecondaryproject 
for the organization. A recent 
campaign to raise money for a 
Fullerton girl's hospital expenses 
and the Delano (grape workers) 
food drive have been others.
